Zoning  issue  stirs 
debate  in  town

A  disputed  request  for  re-zoning  lias  left  develop¬ 
ers  and  local  officials  at  odds,  zoning  definitions  in. 
question  and  building  regulations  under  fire. 

The  debate  surrounds  an  8.8-acre  tract  of  land  on 
South  Mulberry  Street  that  lies  within  Folk  Town¬ 
ship  but  also  borders  Maryville.  The  Folk  Township 
Planning  and  Zoning  Committee  approved  a  request 
from  property  owners  Diane  Higdon,  Beil  Scott  and 
Tammic  Schneider  to  re-zone  the  property  from  its 
agricultural  designation  to  a  C-2  commercial  zone. 

The  Planning  and  Zoning  committee  had  previ¬ 
ously  denied  a  request  to  change  the  zoning  to  an  M- 1 
light  manufacturing  area  permitting  warehousing, 
wholesaling  and  storage  of  any  commodity  except 
junk  or  salvage,  as  well  as  operation  of  freight  ter¬ 
minals,  according  to  Folk  Township  zoning  regula¬ 
tions. 

Higdon,  co-owner  of  Lifetime  Packing,  purchased

"My  father  worked  for  himself,  his  father 
worked  for  himself  and  clear  on  back  before 
this  country  was  a  country,"  Swaim  said.  "1 
see  no  reason  to  break  the  chain." 

Tall,  bald  and  middle-aged,  Swaim, 
who  lias  lived  his  whole  life  in  Maryville,  is 
a  former  discount  store  assistant  manager. 
I  le  owns  the  Vacuum  Center  on  East  T  hird 


Street  and  acquired  his  cab  company  in 
1985. 

"I  was  getting  tired  of  being  a  wage 
slave,"  he  said.  "(Discount  store  employees) 
basically  have  two  bosses,  the  customer  and 
the  employer,  me  I  just  have  one,  so  I  just 
eliminated  half  the  hassle  right  there." 

Customers  vary  in  age young  and  old. 
Some  may  need  a  ride  to  the  doctor,  others 
may  need  a  lift  to  the  store,  but  regardless 
the  destination  Swaim  keeps  busy. 

Thursdays  tend  to  have  their  busy 
moments,  but  Fridays  are  always  busy,  he 
said.  There's  not  a  week  that  goes  by  that 
Swaim  isn't  filled  with  his  taxi  duties. 

"Sometimes  you  have  a  bad  day  or 
something,  but  generally  you're  in  good 
shape,"  he  said. 


Next  to  providing  rides  to  his  customers, 
Swaim  said  his  primary  enjoyment  comes 
from  discussing  rumors  with  his  patrons.

Senior  strives  importance  of  Hispanic  culture

She  arrived  in  the  United 
States  at  the  age  of  10  only 
knowing  one  phrase  in  English: 
"May  I  use  the  restroom?" 

Today  senior  Allie  Alvarez 
is  teaching  others  to  be  open- 
minded  about  others'  cultures 
and  teaching  about  her  own. 

"It's  a  good  thing  to  be  open- 
minded  and  well-rounded," 
Alvarez  said. 

Alvarez  was  born  in  Gua¬ 
temala  and  has  since  lived  in 
California  and  Kansas  City,  Kan. 
She  grew  up  in  a  single-parent 
home  with  her  mother,  sister 
and  two  brothers. 

"I  hold  my  traditions  very 
high  and  embrace  them,"  Alva¬ 
rez  said. 

Once  arriving  in  the  United 
States,  she  endured  many 
changes. 

She  went  to  public  school  in 
California,  something  she  was 
not  used  to  after  attending  an 
all-girl  Catholic  school  in  Guate-

mala.  She  spent  half  the  day  with 
three  other  students,  including 
her  sister,  being  taught  in  her 
native  language.  Some  teachers 
in  her  school  were  bilingual,  so 
she  was  able  to  communicate 
easily  with  them. 

"I'm  glad  I  know  two  lan¬ 
guages  now  because  it  has  taken 
me  very,  very  far,”  Alvarez 
said. 

She  described  the  relocation 
as  a  "culture  shock,"  but  said  it 
was  easier  moving  as  a  kid  than 
an  adult.  If  she  said  something 
wrong  in  English  the  other  kids 
would  laugh,  correct  her  and 
move  on,  Alvarez  said.  This 
made  her  learn  the  language 
faster. 

She  began  working  at  the  age 
of  12  as  a  babysitter.  When  she 
was  13,  she  helped  her  mother 
clean  houses.  At  14,  after  the 
family  moved  to  Kansas  City, 
she  worked  at  a  dry  cleaner. 

She  keeps  her  mother  in 
mind  in  everything  she  does, 
Alvarez  said. 

"My  sister  and  I  have  been 


her  right  arm,"  she  said. 

Once  she  moved  to  Kansas 
City  and  realized  there  weren't 
many  Hispanic  students  in  her 
school  she  decided  to  educate 
others  about  her  culture.  Her 
motivation  was  to  learn  more 
about  her  culture  and  became 
involved  with  a  few  organiza¬ 
tions  in  high  school. 

Alvarez  stays  busy  on  cam¬ 
pus;  she  is  part  of  several  orga¬ 
nizations. 

"I  always  keep  myself  on  my 
toes,"  she  said. 

Alvarez  is  involved  in  Stu¬ 
dent  Ambassadors,  BRIDGE, 
PRSSA,  HALO  and  she  partici¬ 
pates  in  IIC  activities.  Alvarez  is 
earning  a  double  major  in  public 
relations  and  broadcasting  and 
a  minor  in  Spanish.  She  hopes 
to  eventually  work  for  a  media 
network. 

Alvarez's  twin  sister,  Jessica 
said  when  they  came  to  North¬ 
west  they  got  involved  with  the 
IIC  because  they  wanted  to  get 
to  know  other  cultures.

LEGISLATIVE  PREVIEW 


Lager,  Thomson  offer 
opinions  on  top  topics

Willi  elections  a  month  and  a 
half  away  and  a  now  state  legisla¬ 
tive  session  little  more  than  two 
months  after  that,  local  leaders 
already  have  an  array  of  issues  on 
their  minds. 

Sen.  Brad  Lager  and  Rep.  Mike 
Thomson  of  Maryville  offered  their 
thoughts. 

SEN.  BRAD  LAGER 
On  water  and  sewer  issues: 

"The  water-sewer  issue  is  not 
just  a  challenge  for  Maryville. 

"You  have  small  communities 
looking  at  millions  of  dollars  in 
taxes  trying  to  meet  these  rules.  It's 
another  good  example  of  the  state 
governments  trying  to  implement 
a  set  of  rules  that  the  communities 
of  northwest  Missouri  will  not  be 
able  to  afford. 

"You  cannot  raise  water  rates 
high  enough,  or  sewer  rates  high 
enough,  to  meet  the  financial 
obligations  of  some  of  the  new 
regulations  that  have  been  com¬ 
ing  down.  It's  another  example  of 
the  federal  government  gone  wild 
and  the  state  government  trying 
lo  implement  what  the  federal 
government  passed,  but  at  the 
end  of  the  day  what  you  have,  is 
maybe  good  intentions,  but  good 
intentions  done  in  such  a  manner 
that  is  not  financially  feasible.  Or, 
the  cost  you  need  is  so  exorbitant 
that  people  in  Missouri  can't  afford 
lo  use  water  or  sewers  because  the 
rates  are  going  to  be  so  high. 

"I'm  hearing  this  from  every 
meeting  1  have  in  communities 
across  my  district.  It's  a  huge  issue, 
every  community's  concerned 
about  it,  so  I  feel  very  comfort¬ 
able  saying  it  will  be  an  issue  of 
importance  when  we  get  back  in 
January." 

On  establishing  a  minimum 
teacher  salary: 

"I  think  it's  something  we've 
talked  about  for  the  last  couple  of 
years  and  that's  definitely  needed. 
But  we've  got  lobe  very  careful  that 
we  ns  a  state  don't  go  out  and  create 
mandates  that  we  can't  fund. 

"I  would  be  very  cautious 
about  passing  any  type  of  manda¬ 
tory  spending  measure  that  puts 
either  the  stale  or  local  schools  in 
a  bad  position.  My  biggest  fear 


would  be  that  the  state  would  come 
in  and  pass  an  initiative  and  say 
that  every  teacher  must  get  paid  'X' 
dollars,  then  not  have  the  money  to 
put  behind  it. 

"The  local  districts  have  lo  fig¬ 
ure  out  their  rates,  their  local  levies 
and  what  they  have  to  do  to  meet 
that  unfunded  mandate." 

REP.  MIKE  THOMSON 
On  water  and  sewer  issues: 

"Hopefully,  we  can  find  the 
funds  available  to  help  Maryville 
stay  up  and  meet  new  standards. 

"Some  of  our  infrastructure 
(in  Maryville)  is  old  and  of  course, 
those  are  always  of  a  major  con¬ 
cern.  Maryville  wasn't  built  20 
years>ago>  it  was  built  over  100 
years  ago;  and  a  lot  of  things  need 
to  be  replaced." 

On  more  rules  for  collective  bar¬ 
gaining  for  teachers: 

"I  am  not  necessarily  for  col¬ 
lective  bargaining.  I  think  that  is 
probably  the  wrong  way  to  go.  . 
.1  think  we  need  to  give  (teachers) 
the  resources  that  we  can  to  work 
with.  I  don't  think  you'll  find  many 
people  in  the  rural  areas  that  are 
really  backing  that. 

"I'm  hoping  that  if  we  can  do 
something  to  increase  the  mini¬ 
mum  salaries  and  get  a  schedule 
that  goes  all  the  way  up,  so  that  it 
doesn't  compress  the  people  that 
have  been  there  for  a  long  time 
into  the  salaries  of  people  coming 
in  new,  I  think  it  will  take  the  steam 
out  of  the  collective  bargaining." 

On  prevailing-wage  legisla¬ 
tion  for  school  building/capilal- 
developinent  projects: 

"My  recommendation  is  to  not 
have  to  go  with  prevailing  wage  for 
school  projects,  because  it  would 
save  thousands  and  thousands, 
and  sometimes  millions  of  dol¬ 
lars. 

"There's  an  estimate  that 
schools  would  possibly  save  as 
much  as  25  percent  if  they  did 
not  have  lo  pay  prevailing  wage. 
But  the  unions  are  very  strong 
and  influential  in  the  St.  Louis 
and  Kansas  City  areas,  so  a  lot  of 
representatives  do  not  go  along 
with  that. 

"1  would  love  to  see  us  get  rid 
of  a  prevailing  wage  not  only  for 
schools,  but  for  the  county  projects 
because  it  creates  extra  costs  in  the 
bidding  process."

"Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  reli¬ 
gion,  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof;  or  abridging  the  freedom 
of  speech,  or  of  the  press;  or  the  right  of  the  people  peaceably  to  assem¬ 
ble  and  to  petition  the  Government  for  a  redress  of  grievances." 

In  just  45  words,  the  First  Amendment  provides  Americans  with 
a  number  of  freedoms — freedoms  that  perhaps  we  take  for  granted 
every  now  and  then. 

In  case  you  haven't  heard,  this  week  is  Student  Media  week  at 
Northwest.  Other  than  reading  the  Northwest  Missourian  online  or 
in  our  print  edition,  maybe  you've  picked  up  the  Tower  yearbook, 
listened  to  xl06.7  KZXL,  watched  Channel  8  KNWT  or  visited  Heart¬ 
land  View  online. 

Every  school  year  student  volunteers  and  employees  bring  these 
programs  and  publications  to  you.  Maybe  you've  sat  a  few  desks  down 
from  the  editor  who  spent  all  weekend  writing  and  laying  out  a  page 
dedicated  to  your  organization,  or  maybe  you  watched  your  classmate 
give  commentary  on  the  latest  Bearcat  game  on  Channel  8. 

Not  only  do  these  students  provide  a  service,  they  gain  valuable, 
portfolio-building  experience,  which  in  turn,  helps  them  attain  intern¬ 
ships  and  jobs. 

One  of  the  main  objectives  of  Student  Media  Week  is  to  raise 
awareness  about  the  First  Amendment  rights  that  Americans  should 
enjoy.

I  would  like  to  make  a  huge 
suggestion  for  the  future  of  your 
stadium  though.

1  don't  believe 
it  is  right  for  security  to  tell  Bearcat 
fans  to  sit  down,  because  Maverick 
fans  don't  want  to  stand  up  for  their 
team  during  the  game. 

I  have  been  to  a  lot  of  games, 
including  several  away  games,  and 
this  game,  by  far,  was  the  worst 
game  I  have  ever  beer  to.  It  wasn't 
even  bad  because  we  lost,  heck, 
I  haven't  even  had  the  chance  to 
think  about  the  fact  that  we  lost  yet, 
because  I  have  been  so  aggravated 
about  not  being  able  to  stand  up  for 
my  team.

GAINESVILLE,  Fla.  (MCT)— "We  hold 
these  truths  to  be  self-evident." 

"Four  score  and  seven  years  ago." 

And  now,  add  this  to  the  lexicon  of 
American  democracy: 

"Don't  Tase  me,  bro.  Don't  Tasd  me." 

Andrew  Meyer,  the  University  of  Florida 
student  from  Weston  who  tested  the  limits 
of  free  speech  during  an  address  by  Sen. 
John  Kerry,  walked  out  of  jail  Tuesday  and 
into  cyberspace  history — an  instant,  if  likely 
fleeting,  celebrity. 

Video  clips  of  his  fracas  with  university 
police  officers  flashed  around  the  world, 
viewed  more  than  400,000  times.  Tens  of 
thousands  of  people  debated  the  issue  on 
Web  sites,  including  more  than  700  people 
on  MiamiHerald.com.  The  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union  and  Amnesty  International 
USA  rose  to  his  support. 

"Shocking  someone  who  was  seemingly 
little  more  than  a  nuisance?  That  belongs  in 
the  Ripley's  of  poor  policing,"  said  Larry 
Cox,  executive  director  of  Amnesty  Inter¬ 
national  USA. 

The  degree  to  which  Meyer,  21,  was  a 
nuisance  or  an  opportunistic  prankster — 
and  the  magnitude  of  the  police  response  _ 
stood  at  the  center  of  the  worldwide  web  of 
discussion  as  he  left  jail,  was  hugged  by  his 
father  and  drove  away  in  his  lawyer's  SUV. 


The  charges:  resisting  an  officer  with  vio¬ 
lence  and  disturbing  the  peace  by  disrupting 
a  school  activity  His  attorney  said  he  would 
plead  not  guilty. 

The  bail:  none — he  was  released  on 
his  own  recognizance  and  made  no  public 
comment. 

The  response:  immediate  and  wide, 
starting  on  campus  and  racing  around  the 
world. 

UF  President  J.  Bernard  Machen  described 
the  event  as  "regretful"  and  said  two  officers 
involved  in  the  incident  were  placed  on 
administrative  leave  pending  an  investi¬ 
gation  by  the  Florida  Department  of  Law 
Enforcement. 

"We're  absolutely  committed  to  hav¬ 
ing  a  safe  environment  for  our  faculty 
and  our  students  so  that  a  free  exchange 
of  ideas  can  occur,"  Machen  said. 

About  100  UF  students  conducted  a 
protest,  holding  signs  that  said:  "Trust 
Betrayed,"  "Excessive  Force"  and,  of  course, 
"Don't  Tase  Me,  Bro." 

"The  nation  is  laughing  at  us," 
said  student  Benjamin  Dictor.  "And 
the  nation  is  crying  for  us,  too." 

On  the  small  chance  that  you  haven't 
seen  any  of  the  several  videos  of  the  event, 
here  is  what  happened: 

As  the  forum  with  Kerry  came  to  a 
conclusion,  the  Massachusetts  Democrat 
agreed  to  answer  a  question  from  Meyer 


even  though  the  Q&A  period  was  supposed 
to  be  over. 

Meyer  launched  into  a  lengthy,  somewhat 
meandering  series  of  questions  that  included 
a  sexually  explicit  term  and  amounted  to  this: 
Why  did  Kerry  concede  the  2004  presidential 
election?  Why  nol  impeach  President  Bush? 
Was  Kerry  a  member  of  the  same  secretive 
society  at  Yale  University  as  Bush? 

Reminded  that  he  was  to  ask  only  one 
question,  Meyer  responded:  "He's  talked  for 
two  hours.  I  think  I  can  have  two  minutes." 

Meyer's  microphone  was  cut  off  as  six- 
police  officers  attempted  to  remove  him 
from  the  room. 

During  the  fray,  Meyer  uttered  the  words 
that  now  serve  as  a  clarion  cry  of  student 
protest  and  free  speech,  words  that  will  live 
forever  in  the  memories  of  millions  of  .  .  . 
computers: 

"Don't  Tase  me,  bro.  Don't  Tase  me." 

Followed  by: 

"I  didn't  do  anything.  Ow!  Ow!  Ow!  Ow! 
Ow!  Ow!"  • 

Asia  Johnson,  a  UF  senior  who  attended 
the  Kerry  forum,  said  she  couldn't  shake  the 
image  of  police  taking  down  Meyer. 

"They  grabbed  at  him,  started  pulling 
him,"  she  said.  "The  audience  was  screaming 
at  police.  I  was  screaming,  'Don't  Tase  him. 
He  didn't  do  any  harm.'" 

According  to  the  official  police  report, 
Meyer  was  accompanied  to  tire  meeting  by  a 


woman  who  was  there  to  film  him  and,  as  he 
took  the  microphone,  he  asked  her:  "Are  you 
taping  this?  Do  you  have  this?  You  ready?" 

The  report  also  said  that,  aftc  the 
arrest,  Meyer's  "demeanor  completely 
changed  once  the  cameras  were  not  in 
sight.  Meyer  did  ask,  at  one  point,  if  the 
cameras  were  going  to  be  at  the  jail." 

The  Internet  debate  revolved  around 
the  relative  balance  between  Meyer's  pro¬ 
vocative  behavior  and  the  police  response, 
with  the  majority  of  posters  criticizing  the 
officers. 

"It  was  excessive  force,"  one  person  wrote 
on  Facebook.com,  the  social  networking  site. 
"The  'laser  shouldn't  have  been  used." 

Others  argued  that  Meyer's  actions  were 
out  of  line  and  disruptive,  and  he  got  what 
he  deserved. 

"The  kid  was  being  obnoxious," 
wrote  another  poster.  "He  had  his 
chance  to  peacefully  ask  his  question 
and  not  go  into  the  tirade  he  went  into." 

Kerry  also  came  under  criticism  from 
people  who  thought  he  should  have  done 
more  to  take  control  of  the  situation  and 
cool  tensions. 

During  the  encounter,  as  officers  began 
grabbing  Meyer's  arms,  Kerry  can  be  heard 
saying:  "That's  all  right,  let  me  answer  his 
question."  A  little  later,  he  offers  again  to 
answer  Meyer's  "very  important  ques¬ 
tion." 


E.  coli  in  lettuce  prompts  voluntary  Dole  bagged  salad  mix  recall

WASHINGTON  (MCT)— The  Dole  Food 
Co.  has  recalled  nearly  5,000  bags  of  its  Dole 
Hearts  Delight  salad  mix  after  a  test  by  a 
Canadian  food  safety  agency  found  E.  coli 
bacteria  in  the  product  in  a  Canadian  store. 
The  salad  mix  was  also  being  sold  in  a  number 
of  U.S.  states. 

No  illnesses  have  been  traced  to  the  salad 
mix,  according  to  Dole  spokesman  Marty 
Ordman.  He  said  the  bagged,  pre-washed 
salad  was  made  up  of  romaine  lettuce  grown 
in  California  and  Colorado,  butter  lettuce 


from  Ohio  and  green  leaf  lettuce  grown  in 
California. 

The  recall,  initiated  Monday,  brought  to 
mind  a  similar  but  much  larger  recall  when 
E.  coli  was  found  in  Dole  baby  spinach  in 
2006.  The  U.S.  Food  and  Drug  Administra¬ 
tion  determined  that  the  2006  contamination 
case  resulted  in  205  confirmed  illnesses  and 
three  deaths. 

E.  coli,  which  can  cause  stomach  cramps, 
diarrhea  and  kidney  damage,  is  especially 
hard  on  young  children  and  the  elderly. 

In  the  latest  E.  coli  case,  the  presence  of  the 
bacteria  was  discovered  during  a  random  test 
of  salad  mix  taken  from  a  grocery  store  shelf 


by  Canadian  health  authorities,  Ordman  said. 
The  company's  own  testing,  which  has  been 
stepped  up  since  the  2006  recall  episode,  did 
not  detect  the  contamination. 

Garfield  Balsom,  a  spokesman  for  Cana¬ 
dian  Food  Inspection  Agency,  said  the  test¬ 
ing  protocol  requires  inspectors  to  take  five 
units  of  a  product  for  testing.  The  units,  in 
this  case  bags  of  salad  mix,  are  then  mingled 
and  tested. 

Overall,  400  bags  of  tire  Dole  Hearts 
Delight  were  sold  in  Ontario,  Quebec  and  the 
Maritime  Provinces  in  Canada  and  4,500  bags 
in  states  including  Illinois,  Indiana,  Maine, 
Michigan,  Mississippi,  New  York,  Ohio,  Penn¬ 
sylvania  and  Tennessee,  according  to  a  Dole 


company  statement. 

The  bags  had  a  "best  if  used  by"  date 
of  Sept.  19,  and  production  codes  of  either 
A24924A  or  A2492413.  The  company  recom¬ 
mends  that  consumers  dispose  of  bags  with 
those  codes. 

The  latest  recall  occurs  amid  a  congres¬ 
sional  debate  over  the  effectiveness  of  the 
nation's  food  safety  efforts  and  whether  the 
FDA  could  do  more  to  prevent  the  contamina¬ 
tion  of  both  domestic  and  imported  food. 

Tire  salad  recall  is  voluntary.  The  FDA  does 
not  have  the  authority  to  order  companies  to 
conduct  recalls,  though  some  in  Congress 
argue  the  agency  should  have  that  power.

modate  Lifetime’s  growth  and  to  ful¬ 
fill  its  increasing  manufacturing  and 
distribution  need.  With  a  shipping  and 
manufacturing  operation  in  Maryville 
and  the  business's  home-office  in  St. 
Joseph,  Higdon  hopes  to  better  two 
counties  at  once. 

"It's  set  up  for  Buchanan  County 
and  Nodaway  County  to  both  profit  as 
far  as  taxes  and  creating  jobs,"  Higdon 
said.  "Both  of  them  arc  set  up  to  bring 
income  into  the  communities." 

T  he  re-zoning  raised  concerns 
for  Maryville  developer  Bill  Ingels. 
Ingels  owns  several  properties  near 
the  tract,  including  a  neighboring  row 
of  duplexes  and  one  property  at  South 
Main  Street  and  Carefree  Drive  tagged 
in  a  2003  study  by  the  Buxton  Company 
of  Forth  Worth,  Texas,  for  examination 
in  the  next  phase  of  their  ongoing  study 
of  Maryville's  economic  development. 

Heand  other  area  residents  support 
an  annexation  of  the  acreage  so  that  it 
would  have  to  meet  the  same  zoning 
requirements  as  other  neighboring 
lots.  PolkTownship's  regulations  fail  to 
require  the  tract  to  meet  the  same  state 
and  local  standards  as  surrounding 
zones,  Ingelssaid. 

"If  we're  going  to  have  a  good 
influx  of  retail  or  even  manufacturer- 
type  development  users,  we  have  to 
have  a  quality  image,"  Ingels  said. 
"Without  adequate  control  in  your 
process  for  development,  you're  not 
going  to  necessarily  end  up  with  the 
quality  we're  looking  for." 

Presiding  Nodaway  County  Com¬ 
missioner  Joe  Baumli  cast  the  only 
dissenting  vote  at  the  Planning  and 
Zoning  committee  meeting  that  initially 
approved  the  rezoning  going  forward. 
Hesaid  it  would  benefit  all  involved  for 
the  process  to  pause  for  closer  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  issues. 

"We  welcome  Polk  into  the  com¬ 
munity,"  Baumli  said.  "I  just  wish  that 
they  would  take  a  little  more  time  to 
stand  backand  lookatit,  perhaps  spend 
a  little  extra  money  and  get  this  project 
up  to  the  standards  it  should  be." 

Ingels  has  expressed  several  con¬ 
cerns  for  the  future  use  of  the  property. 


Because  of  the  layout  of  the  land  and 
surrounding  properties,  a  lack  of  storm 
controls  directing  water  could  cause 
water  to  run  off  onto  surrounding 
properties,  lie  said. 

In  addition,  the  tract  has  no  existing 
sewer  or  water  service.  The  land  would 
have  to  join  the  city  limits  before  any 
building  could  be  permitted  to  hook  into 
Maryville's  water  and  sewer  system. 

In  the  meantime,  any  facilities 
would  have  to  set  up  an  on-site  septic 
system.  The  nearest  rural  water  supply 
sits  at  the  comer  of  V-Highway  and  Icon 
Rond  two  miles  away. 

The  exists  of  bringing  the  property 
up  to  code  for  annexation  will  postpone 
that  goal  for  the  immediate  future, 
Higdon  said. 

Higdon  views  the  sequence  differ¬ 
ently.  Planning  a  facility  in  detail  cannot 
go  forward  until  she  knows  the  zoning 
for  the  property,  she  said. 

"We  can't  plan  anything  until  we 
know  exactly  what  we  can  do  with  the 
land,"  Higdon  said.  "I  read  where  we're 
getting  the  'cart  before  the  horse.'  We 
bought  the  land,  we  went  to  the  zoning 
board — we  did  everything  in,  I  feel, 
consecutive  order. 

"If  we  went  to  the  city  right  now 
and  asked  to  he  annexed  and  asked  for 
the  city  to  cover  these  costs,  we're  talk¬ 
ing  about  a  cash  outlay,"  Higdon  said. 
"It's  not  there.  We’re  probably  looking 
at  a  threo-to-five  year  plan." 

Higdon  urged  critics  of  the  re¬ 
zoning  to  observe  the  facilities  of  CHS 
Paper,  Tube  and  Core — a  separate 
company  of  which  she  is  president — in 
Albany,  Mo.,  to  gain  an  impression  of 
her  intentions  for  her  acreage. 

"The  invitation  is  there  for  anyone 
to  come  and  see  the  building,  see  how 
we  put  it  up,  see  how  we  put  the  elec¬ 
tric  in  it,"  Higdon  said.  "I'm  not  going 
to  put  inventory  in  a  building  that's 
poorly  constructed  or  that's  going  to 
he  a  fire  hazard, 

PolkTownship  previously  followed 
more  specific  guidelines  requiring 
specified  dimensions  and  locations  for 
any  buildings,  roads  and  casements  on 
the  property,  enacted  in  July  2002.  T  he 
Township  Board  amended  the  regula¬ 
tions  to  repeal  those;  requirements  and 
require  a  completed  application,  a  mini¬ 


mum  distance  between  «ny  new  build- 
ingsand  the  property  linesand  payment 
of  a  proportional  fee  in  December  2002. 

Ingels  perceives  meeting  strict 
regulations  local  n  matter  of  personal 
business  responsibility. 

"■flic  issue  1  have  allowing  it  to  be 
zoned  ns  a  township  property,  is  that 
there  truly  are  a  minimal  number  of 
regulations  for  what  they  have  to  do," 
Ingels  said.  "To  allow  somebody  to  go  in 
there  and  have  somebody  build  a  bunch 
of  buildings  that  don't  meet  city  codes 
and  then  later  on  effectively  have  that 
stuck  down  your  neck  because  they're 
already  there — that's  not  good." 

Baumli  acknowledged  the  impact 
of  the  proposed  rezoning  on  the  imme¬ 
diate  area  but  questioned  the  impact  on 
future  business  development. 

"I  think  it's  not  going  to  have  a 
detrimental  effect  on  retail  business 
in  that  area,"  Baumli  said.  "I  think  it's 
going  to  create  problem  in  the  future 
for  Maryville  and  Nodaway  entities. 
It  will  come  into  the  city  at  sometime 
or  another  and  it's  going  to  have  to 
have  some  jurisdiction  and  the  proper 
infrastructure." 

Debate  of  the  rczoning  has  given 
rise  to  questioning  of  the  currentregula- 
tions'  effectiveness. 

"It  made  them  not  only  simplistic, 
but  not  a  realistic  set  of  ordinances  that 
create  planned  zoning,"  Baumli  said. 
"It  lakes  the  teeth  out  of  a  regulatory 
document." 

Ingels  explained  that  experienced 
developers  look  to  stringent  zoning  and 
building  regulations  as  "protections." 

"If  zoning  has  no  'teeth'  and  no 
requirements,  rules  or  standards  that 
have  to  be  met,  how  can  it  be  considered 
protection?"  Ingels  asked. 

Ingels  doesn't  expect  perfection.  He 
wants  improvement. 

"I'm  not  looking  for  a  utopia, 
because  1  know  that's  not  possible," 
Ingels  said.  "But  I  think  we  can  do  a 
whole  lot  better." 

In  her  own  way,  Higdon  shares 
Ingels's  community  commitment. 

"We're  not  going  to  do  anything 
to  this  community  that's  a  detriment 
because  we've  lived  hereall  of  ourlives 
and  we've  brought  our  children  up  in 
this  community."

Reid  Kirby  vowed  never  to  step  on  a  practice  field 
again. 

Only  a  year  removed  from  starting  his  college  football 
career  at  Kansas  University,  Kirby  was  through  playing 
football.  It  was  only  three  days  into  the  2004  fail  camp 
Campaign,  but  the  once  highly  recruited  lineman  had 
decided  to  give  up  the  sport  paying  for  his  education. 

However,  little  did  this  talented,  300-pound,  video- 
game  playing  offensive  lineman  know,  that  this  fateful  fall 
day  was  just  the  beginning  of  his  football  journey. 
Starting  over 

A  touted  offensive  lineman  at  Oak  Park  (Mo.)  High 
School,  Kirby  committed  to  Kansas  during  his  junior  year. 

So  he  packed  his  bags  and  headed  to  Lawrence  to 
don  the  blue  and  white  colors  of  Jayhawk  nation.  But  the 
experience  was  far  from  what  lie  expected. 

"When  1  got  there,  it  was  so  much  different  than 
high  school,"  Kirby  said.  "I  wasn't  ready  mentally. 
’The  offensive  line  coach  and  I  didn't  get  along.  1 
pretty  much  haled  the  guy." 

Wl-.ile  at  Kansas,  the  easy-going  Kirby  had 
trouble  making  friends,  generally  sitting  by  himself 
in  his  room.  After  a  year  of  torment  on  and  off  the 
field,  he  made  a  decision  affecting  his  football  and 


financial  future. 

Kirby's  mother,  Judy,  said  she  was  proud  of  her 
son's  decision. 

"It  took  a  lot  of  guts  to  quit,"  Judy  said.  "Coming 
out  of  liaving  school  paid  for  you,  with  loans  and 
everything,  made  the  decision  hard.  But  you  can't 
buy  happiness. 

Ever  since  sixth  grade,  Kirby  had  laced  up  his 
football  cleats,  endured  two-a-days  and  been  part 
of  a  football  team.  But  in  the  fall  of  2004,  lie  decided 
to  enroll  at  Maple  Woods  Community  College,  a 
school  without  a  football  team.

Fullback  Brant  Giegg  returned  from  a  bro¬ 
ker.  finger,  but  in  limited  action.  LaRon  Council 
has  thoroughly  wrestled  the  job  from  Gregg.  In 
two  games,  Council  has  99  rushing  yards,  *14 
yards  receiving  and  two  touchdowns. 

"LaRon's  really  come  on  and  he's  earned 
that  spot  right  now.  Brant  will  contribute  too," 
Tjeerdsma  said. 

Tjeerdsma  added  that  Council's  versatil¬ 
ity  helped  Saturday  when  he  could  line  up  at 
running  back,  allowing  starter  Xavier  Omon 
a  breather.  While  the  offense  has  shown  its 
depth,  the  defense  is  looking  for  extra  help  with 
linebacker  Tommy  Miller  and  defensive  end 
Tyler  Northway  a  game-time  decision.  Miller 
is  recovering  from  a  right  leg  injury,  while 
Northway's  sprained  foot  kept  him  out  of  the 
Nebraska-Omaha  game. 

"He's  really  become  a  solid  player  for  u.y" 
Tjeerdsma  said.  It  just  hurts  us  so  bad  in  our 
depth  situation  at  defensive  end." 

Saturday's  game  marks  the  73rd  edition  of 
tlie  Hickory  Stick  game.

The  offense  revolves 
around  quarterback  Matt  Ticich,  who  had  a 
T10.78  passer  rating  and  averaged  251  yards  a 
game.  He's  also  a  scrambling  quarterback,  a  type 
of  signal-caller  that  always  gives  the  Northwest 
defense  problems. 

"He's  very  mobile.  He  can  make  things 
happen,"  Tjeerdsma  said.  "You  always,  from  a 
defensive  standpoint,  always  fear  guys  like  that.

Through  two  games,  Truman's  defense 
didn't  look  formidable,  giving  up  31  points 
against  Missouri-Rolla  and  Upper  Iowa.

‘Superbad’  is  super  good 

Film  banks  on  unconventional  innuendo, 
loads  of  crude  humor,  to  viewers  delight

They're  high  school  seniors.  They're 
awkward.  And  their  four-letter,  foul- 
mouths  inspire  the  ultimate  poem  to  the 
penis. 

"Superbad"  fills  one  hour  and  50  min¬ 
utes  with  sexual  fantasies,  dirty  drawings 
and  a  trio  of  losers  who  refuse  to  go  to 
college  as  virgins. 

Pudgy,  curly-haired  Seth  (Jonah  Hill) 
acts  as  the  brains  behind  the  entire  pathetic 
night  as  he  and  his  best  friend,  Evan 
(Michael  Cera),  strive  to  be  the  wrong  guy 
whom  girls  get  drunk  and  sleep  with.
